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College Chemistry Courses 
Need Revision 

George S$. Hammond, Noyes pro- 
fessor of chemistry at California In- 
stitute of Technology, calls for a 
drastic revision in college chemistry, 
which he says is based on a structure 
set up 75 years ago. He explained: 


The biggest trouble with college 
chemistry today is that the traditional 
courses — organic, physical, inorganic 
and analytical—impose a rigid pat- 
tern of instruction that allows intro- 
duction of new material only by “add 
on” procedure. At the same time, the 
increase in both chemical knowledge 
and complexity of chemical concepts 
is explosive. 


Prof. Hammond proposes an outline 
of three “core” courses that would be 
required of all chemistry majors. The 
major program would be completed 
by elective courses to be taken during 
the 3rd and 4th years. The core 
courses are General Chemistry (first 
year); Structural Chemistry (second 
year), and Chemical Dynamics (third 
year). 

Publication of a series of textbooks 
for the new curriculum is being spon- 
sored by W. A. Benjamin, Inc., pub- 
lishers, New York, N. Y., which has 
set aside a development fund of $150,- 
000 for this purpose.
